Indeed, the bones 
of the frailest, most delicate look- 
ing woman are stronger than the 
strongest oak. 

Of course, a bone is hollow and 
that is one of the chief reasons it 
resists such extreme weigats. For 
instance, a small bone which is no 
more than a square millimetre. in 
diameter wili hold in suspension 
without breaking some 35 pounds, 
while a stick of best oak of similar 
width will ot hold more than 20 
pounds. Indeed, the average bone 
of the average man is stronger by 
one-half than that of solid oak. 

The principle on which our bones 
are constructed, being made hollow 
and consequently stronger than if 
they were solid and heavier, is the 
same mechanics which have followed 
the wor!d over. Constructive engin- 
eers employ tubes instead of solid 
cylinders. 

In the case of enimals, thousands 
of years ago one reason of their 
bulky frame is attributed by scien- 
tists as due to the fact that their 
bones were solid and added to their 
weight.

Electric Light In Egypt 

Egypt promises soon to follow the 
lead of more advanced countries in 
@reat schemes: of clectric power de- 
velopment. As a result of the build- 
ing of the Assouan dam on the Nile, 
the primary object of which was to 
conserve water fcr irrigation pur- 
poses, the development cf 5,000 horse 
power in the for.o of electrical ener: 
gy has been mada possible. Different 
purposes to which this power can be 
applied are being considered. One 
horse power will manufacture 
two tons of calclum cyanamide in one 
year, and thus the Assouan power 
could turn out 100,000 tons per an- 
num—that is to say, £900,000 worth 
of the fertilizing agent most exten- 
sively requireii in Bgypt. Another 
use the power could be put to, as 
shown by Sir William Willcocks’ re- 
cent work, is summer irrigatidbn, on 
an even more extensive scale than at 
present provided for. It is also pro- 
posed ‘to utilize the power in the 
weaving of silk.

be. In Ontarfo in 1912 the efficiency 
of rods was 94% per cent. From the 
reports of insurance companies, an 
Day found that in every 200 farm 
buildings insured; 42 were rodded, 
which is 21 per cent. but out of every 
200 farm buildings struck by lightn- 
ing only 3 were rodded. In this con- 
nection Prof. Day observes “We 
should have ‘expected 42 if hai) rods 
were no good.” 

Lightning rods in Iowa are record- 
ed as showing an efficiency of 98.7 
per cent. <nd inspected rods in Mich- 
igan show an efficiency of 99.9 per 
cent. Records in Iowa show that for! 
the eight years 1905-1912 the average 
number of insurance companies car- 
rying risks on rodded buildings was 
55. The highest number of companies 
reporting in any one year was 68 and 
the lowest 46. The _ total lightning 
claims paid by all these companies 
for the whole eight years on rodded 
buildings was only $4,464.30—an in- 
crease of $10.15 per company ‘per 
year. ‘On rodded buildings they paid 
lightning claims amounting to the 
large sum of $341,065.32, which is an 
average of $775.15 per company per | 

year, and the number of unrodded, 
buildings was the same:as the rodded 
ones, 

In Michigan where a company in- 
sures only rodded buildings which 
have been inspeced a risk of $55,172,- 
075 was carried during four years and 
damage claims arising from lightning 
during that time totalled only $32. 

This and other proofs subimtted 
by Prof. Day are practical demonstra- 
tions of the scientific fact that lightn- 
ing rods properly installed are a pro- 
tection. In giving directions for the 
proper rodding of buildings the read- 
er is reminded that lightning is elec- 
tricity. Prof. Day asserts that -rods 
should be ‘n metallic connection with 
the building and, that no insulators 
should be used. This method of at- 
tachment is directly opposite to that 
adopted when lightning rods were 
first used.

Destruction of American Trees Bring 
Problem to Manufacturers, of

The steadily progressing destruc. 
tion of American forests has made 
itself unpleasantly felt by the Ger- 
man pencil and vehicle industries.

The Horseshoe 

It igs not particularly difficult to 
guess Why lovers of horses came to 
adopt the horseshoe as a talisman 
against misfortune. Horses were held 
to be especially susceptible to the 
machinations of witcher. If precuu- 
tions were not taken these mischiev- 
ous creatures would ride the horses 
at dead of n.ght over the hills, and 
when the owner came to the stables 
in the morni:g te would find his ani- 
mals in a lather and utterly exhaust- 
ed. A horseshoe placed over the 
Stable docr was believed to ward off | 
such evil. 

There is no superstition moze deep- 
ly ingrained in all classes of society 
than that vhich per'ains to the horse 
shoe. As an emblem of good fortune 
it holds oride of plac». Nelson did 
not disdain to nail a Lorseshoo to ile 
;mast of the Victery. In the early 
{part of the nineteenth century the 
horseshoe was highly prized, and 
|there weie few mansions where it 
| was not displayed, while Nuinbler 
folks were at great pains to fasten it 
over their docrs. 

In Greece and Rome horses were 
not shod. The ancients were con- 
tent with wrapping fii er cloth round 
the feet of their horses in cold weath- 
er, or when it ~vas necessary tO pass 
through miry districts. Insteac of de- 
vising horseshoes, they turned their 
jattention to hardening the hcofs of 
tteir mounts Nerc. however, who

WRITER TELLS 
OF THE WONDERFUL PRO. 


GRESS BEING MADE 


Frederick Foster, Writing in an Amer 
lean Magazine, Describes the Rapid 
Development of the Canadian Wect 
—Pioneering de Luxe.” 

Frederick Foster, member of Ohio 
Historical and Archaeological Society 
and National Geographic Society, 
says, in a recent issue of an Amert- 
can magazine: 

“When I first began going into the 
Canadian west on tours of investiga- 
tion, I often welcomed the simpliest 
diversion which might break the mon- 
otony of the prairie or the stillness of 
the forest. A moose crashing through 
the trees, the honking of a water 
fowl, even the scurrying of a gopher 
through the grass have all been sweet 
entertainment. But it is different 
now; Old Joe Boyd, up at Giscombe 
Portage in British Columbia, express- 
ed the present conditions in this 
fashion. ‘I have just got to hunt new 
trappin’ grounds; the settlers are 
coming in here so fast even muskrat 
is gotten to be a stranger.’” 

The trek of Western Canada began 
in earnest about a dozen years ago 
and followed closely the lines of the 
then one existing railway, but coinci- 
dent with the builcing of two more 
transcontinental railweys, the immi- 
gration increased until it has now 
reached the encrmous total of virtu- 
ally half million persons a year, large- 
ly from Great Britain and the United 
States, not to mention the vast move- 
ment from Easterr Canada to the 
west. The lure, or properly speaking 
lures, are identica! to those which 
peopled our own prairies First, land; 
second, merc«t.tile opportunites cre- 
ated ‘by the cultivation of the land. 
The difference in the development of 
our middle west and the cevelopment 
of Western Canada lies Jargely in the 
difference of time, and for this rea 
son it is but natural that Western 
Canada’s deveiopment ‘relatively 
faster. The opportunities there at 
present are precisely the same as the 
opportunities which existed in. Cen- 
tral United Stetes thirty or forty 
years ago, but the means of convert- 
ing these opportunities into money 
are infinitely better as may be real- 
ized when one pauses to consider the 
vast improvements which have been 
made in  transportaticn facilities, 
farm equirment aid business appli- 
ances during that period. 

There is ne pioneering in Western 
Canada as our fathers and zrandfath- 


ers understood the word; instead its 
pioneering de luxe: pioneering via 
transcontinental trains versus ox 


carts; tungster lights versus candles; 
steam ploughs versus the hoe, mer- 
chandising versus trading. 

I never take a trip into Western 
Canada withcut being amazed at the 
>rogress being made. I “ave recently 
seen model towns of three four and 
five thousanc people which did not ex- 
ist_five years ago, Less. than two 
years ago I had ceccasion to go to 
“entral Britisk Columbia.

played from the roof; and a bucket 
brigade put up astubborn resistance 
inside the store. It wasa great ad- 
vantage that the building was cov- 
ered with sheet tin, but even this 
became red hot in places and fired 
the building a dozen times. Always 
the flame was met and checked. 
Such few as could dare the oven- 
like heat between the two buildings 
with pails of water, poured it on 
the walk, which was blazing merrily. 
Finally, after an hour of hard fight- 
ing, in which the pedulum of vic- 
tory pointed first to the flames and 
then to the fatigued but determined 
townsmen, the hotel had burned 
itself out and the Swanby building 
was saved. 


The hotel was built four years 
ago, and was the property of Thom 
Swanby. No insurance was carried, 
either on the building or on the 
furnishings, so that the loss of Mr. 
Swanby and of Mr. Scott. 


The Little Giant fire engine per- 
formed splendidly, fully justifying 
the judgement of the Council of 1912 
who purchased it. As one said, it 
paid for itself several times over, 
saving the town thousands of dollars. 


There was plenty of water. A. S. 
Lockrem’s big cistern held until the 
fire was under control, and in com- 
pliance with Station Avent Brown’s 
request, the C. P. R. brought up a 
tank of it from Suffield. 


Right at a critical time, a number 
of sparks fell on the hose. In one 
spot a large hole was burned and 
the section had to be removed. 


All the business men in the vicin- 
ity of the fire removed their wares 
the street, while the ladies whose 
-homes were in the apparent path 
of the flames packed their house- 
hold goods. Even as far away as 
Broadway, nearly all the housewives 
made every preparation to get out 
at once.

Wvcue on cst a Work of Art In the 
i Sixteenth Century. 

In the twelfth century tablecloths 
were very large and were always laid 
on the table double. For a long time 
they were called “doubliers” for that 
reason. The cloth was first placed so 
as to touch the floor on the side at 
which the guests sat; then all that re- 
mained was folded so that it just cov- 
ered the table. 

Charles V. had sixty-seven table 
cloths which were from fifteen to twen- 
ty yards long and two yards wide. [le 
bad one cloth thirty-two yards long, 
which had the arms of [rance em- 
broidered on it in silk. All these were 
fringed, 

In the sixteenth century “doubliers” 
were replaced by two tablecloths, one 
of which was small and was laid just 
as we Iny ours today. The other, which 
was put on over it, was large and of 
beautifully figured linen, It was skill- 
fully folded in such a way that, as one 
chonicler tells, “it resembled a wind- 
ing river, gently ruffled by a little 
breeze, for among very many little 
folds were here und there’ great bub- 
bles,”
